De Gama Repels an Attack—The Silver Ques- 
tion Abroad—The Servian King and 
Cabinet at Outs Mexican 
Wartare. 


By Telegraph to The Times. * 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Foreign Office 
received today a dispatch from Lieut.- 
Col. A. B. Ellis, a British officer in 
command of troops in Sierra Leone, 
on the west coast of Africa. Col. Ellis 
reports that Inspector Taylor of the 
frontier police os pursuing the Sofais 
who have been ravaging friendly coun- 
try. 

During the pursuit the eolumn ar- 
rived at Kerrayemma on December 31 
and found the place to be-a perfect 
charnel-house. Scores of slaughtered 
captives, including women and chi- 
dren, were strewn about the neighbor- 
ing street. Sick and suffering people 
were seen on all sides and the stench 
from the bodies was horrible in the ex- 
treme. Inspector Taylor started in 
pursuit of the natives who did the 
bloody work and came close upon them 
on January 2 at Bagwema. 

The frontier police found the place 
strongly protected by blockades and 
other defenses, but carried the place 
by storm in a quarter of an hour, 
killing 200 and wounding seventy-seven 
others. In addition the frontier police 
captured all the guns and ammunition 
of the natives and rescued 400 slaves, 
the majority of whom were women and 


chfidren. The frontier police only lost 


two men during the engagement. 


Four days previously the Sofals, un- 


der Chief Fori, attacked the police gar- 
rison at Tonkia Sibul and were re- 
pulsed with the loss of fifty killed and 
a large number wounded. 


BRAZILIAN JAN APPAIRS. 


De Gama Nepels N. n Attack—Reissue of Old 
otes. 

BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 19. — By 
de Gama sent reinforcements to the in- 
surgents’ garrison on Conceicao Island 
and subsequently repelled a vigorous 
attack by the government troops, who 
lost 120 men*killed. Admiral de Gama 
has strongly fortified his position com- 
manding the railway leading to Peter- 
opolis and the gas works. 

Alarm has been caused in commer- 
cial circles by the renewal of the circu- 
lation of bank notes issued under the 
empire, which notes were supposed to 
have been destroyed some time ago. 

ACCORDING TO MENDONCA. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Mendonca, 
the Brazilian Minister, says his gov- 
ernment is only playing a waiting 
game. There are, he says, two courses 
open, namely: To surround the insur- 
gents and make an aggressive move- 
ment against them or. to cut off their 


and thereby starve them into a surren- 
der. The first plan would involve a 
partial destruction of the ships and 
other government property in posses- 
sion of the rebels; 
give an opportunity for continual bom- 
bardment of the city. 

Official advices received by the Min- 
ister contain the information that both 
of the columns reported to have been 
marching north to reinforce Mello have 
been repulsed by the government forces, 
as announced by press dispatches, and 
are retreating back to the south post 
haste. He regards these results as 
fatal blows to Mello’s hopes of secur- 
ing fresh men and consequently to his 
campaign. 
KNOW-NOTHINGS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Bra- 
zilian Minister and the officials of the 
State and Navy Departments disavow 
any knowledge of the alleged reported 
agreement to arbitrate between Presi- 
dent Piexotto and the leaders ot the 
insurgents.

A HINDRANCE TO d TO — | 
The Need of Bimetallism in 
Trade. 


LONDON, 19. —(By Cable 
Associated Press.) Sir ‘Willlam. Henry 
Houldsworth, Conservative member of 
Parliament for Manchester, speaking 
at Dundee, declared that until bimetal- 
lism was adopted by all countries, 
commerce would not receive any per- 
manent benefit. 

England. he added, was the only 
county in Europe which refused to 
adopt bimetallism. He expressed the 
hope that the government would co- 
operate with other governments in an 
effort to secure a more permanent 
system.

This plan will be accompanied by a 
long series of remarks and comments,

EL PASO, Jan. 19.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) A dispatch to the Mayor 
of Jaurez says that Chihuanua is in the 
hands of rebels. The first attack was 
made by a detachment of revolution- 
ists on the west side of town, which 
called the federal garrison to that part 
of the city. Immediately the insur- 
gents rushed into the city on the east 
side. 

The masses of the people being in 
sympathy with Santana Perez there 
is no resistance from that source. 

THD “HITCH.” 

Later.—The report sent out that the 
revolutionists had captured the city 
of Chihuahua proves to be incorrect.

The fighting. began 
again this morning and this afternoon 
the rebels made a general attack on the 
west side. 

The rebels notified the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad that they would not mo- 
lest regular traffic but this evening, 
just as a passenger train was about to 
leave Cuidad Juarez for Chihuahua, the 
wifes were cut south of Suez and the 
train backed into the yard. 

Senator Mancelo Leon of Juarez re- 
ceived a telegram at 9 p.m. over the 
federal wires from.Governor Ahumada 
at Chihuahua saying the federal troops 
assisted by the Rurales repulsed the 
rebels this evening, and that the fight 
ended in a general route for the in- 
surgents. No particulars of this last 
engagement are given. 


THE END NBAR. 


Vasquez s Forces Retreating Toward the 
Capital, losely Pursued. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Herald's specia! 
dispatch from Managua says that Gen- 
eral-in-Chief Ortez made an announce- 
ment today officially confirming the 
news that the Honduras army under 
Vasquez was defeated by the allied 
forces near Choluteca. Gen. Ortez 
states that the battle was very san- 
guinary and that many prigoners were 
captured. 

The allied forces are now marching 
toward Tegucigalpa and it is possible 
there will be more fighting at Cerro- 
hula, although Vasquez’s army is badly 
shattered. Choluteca is a heap of 
ruins. The place was destruyed by the 
bombardment and then set on fire. 

AGAINST VASQUEZ, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The Herald's 
special dispatch from La Libertad, Sal- 
vador, says that Gen. Bonilla has tele- 
graphed from Nacaome to members of 
the Cabinet in Tegucigalpa to over- 
throw Vasquez, who haa retreated to- 
ward that city with half his army. 

The Nicaraguan forces are pursuing 
Vasquez, whose cause is considered lost 
by everybody here. 

KING AND/@ABINET. 
Affairs of State Going’ Awry in the Servian 
Kingdom. 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A dispatch to the 
Times from Vienna says that telegrams 
from Belgrade, Servia, indicate th» 
crisis in the government is rapidly ap- 
proaching a state of acuteness. The 
relations of the Cabinet. with the King 
are about as strained as they possibly 
could be. 

The King has absented himself from 
all Cabinet councils since the beginning 
of the year. He has countermanded 
the court ball and avolas ceremonies 
which are likely to entail contact with 
the Ministers. It was stated in Vi- 
enna last night that the Cabinet 
would send a request to the King to 
preside at the council.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Strong sentiment is 
expressed among the silver leaders of 
the House against the gold clause“ 
of Secretary Carlisle’s notice of the 
bond sale. Representative Bland of 
Missouri says: “The standard silver 
dollar is a full legal tender and it 
can be offered and received in pay- 
ment for these bonds. The act under 
which the bonds were issued provides 
that they shall be payable in com. It 
does not say gold coin. At the time 
of the act the standard silver dollar 
was full legal tender, so it must be 
included in the meaning of the word 
coin“. 

Some anti-silver men take issue with 
Mr. Bland on the point. They say the 
bonds were issued under the resump- 
tion act of 1875, which provides that 
bonds should be sold for coin,“ but 
they point out that before this, in 
1873, silver was demonetized so that it 
could not be included in the meaning 
of the word coin.“ Aside from the 
legality of the gold clause, the silver 
men say it is against public policy to 
make public discrimination against 
one of the money-metals now in use, 
and the effect of the Secretary’s action 


is tended to send gold coin to a pre- 


mium and disturb the parity between 
Sold and silver coins.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—-(By the As- 
sociated Press.) HOUSE.—The report 
of the Committee on Elections in the 
contested election case of O’Neill was 
presented today and ordered printed. 

Consideration of the tariff bill was 
then resumed, the pending amendment 
being that.of Mr. Johnson of Ohio, 
placing steel rails on the free list. 

Mr. Wilson asked unanimous consent 
that three hours be set aside next Mon- 
day for consideration of amendments 
to the sugar schedule. Agreed to. 
Representative Dalzell then proceeded 
with his speech begun yesterday. He 
began by recapitulating the charges 
that he had made against Mr. John- 
son. He had shown, he said, that 
Johnson manufactured certain kinds of 
street railway rails behind protective 
1890 patents and wanted railway rails 
to fo on the free list; that he coerced 
his employees in the face of the winter 
and starvation into accepting wages of 
one-third cash and two-thirds scrip; 
that he made an untrue statement and 
altered the stenographer’s notes; also 
that the scrip had been packed about 
the streets of Johnstown and had been 
bought in by a relative of Johnson be- 
fore it was redeemed at par. 

Mr. Johnson replied to Dalzell in a 
semi-humorous vein th4t he (Johnson) 
did not claim to be a philanthropist. 
The Johnson amendment to put steel 
rails on the free list was lost by a vote 
of 79 to 100. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa offered an 
amendment to substitute the present 
law for the agricultural schedule, and a 
long debate on agriculture e sued. 

Mr. Loud of California devoted a 
few minutes to the proposed fruit 
schedule, which he said, ruined the 
raisin and prune industry of California. 

Representative Walker of Massa- 
chusetts was recognized with what he 
claimed was privileged matter. It 
proved to be an inquiry as to why five 
Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee who made speeches 
refused to print those Speeches in the 
Record. 

Mr. Reed. Those speeches have been 
hauled up for repairs. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wanger of Virginia spoke of the 
manner in which American ships went 
in ballast to Nova Scotia and came 
back henrvily laden witn the agricul- 
tural products of Canada. 

‘The rest of the afternoon was con- 
sumed in further discussion of Mr. 
Henderson’s amendment and the House 
took a recess till 8 o’clock. 

The night session of the House was 

set apart for general debate. 
‘ Mr. Morgan of Missouri, while he in- 
dorsed the provisions of the bill gener- 
ally, condemned in strong terms the 
proposition to place lead ore on the 
free list.

Death of One of Massachusetts’ Most Promi- 
nent Men. 

BOSTON, Jan. 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Ex- Gov. William 
Gaston, one of the greatest lawyers 
and most prominent Democrats of the 
State, is dead. He was admitted to 
bar in 1844 and was Mayor of Boston 
during the great fire. 

In 1874 he was elected Governor of 
the State by 7000 majority over Talbot. 
Since then he has remained in private 
life and practiced law.

HONOLULU, Jan. 12.—(Copyrighted 
by the Associated Press, 1894: By steam 
er Monowai to San Francisco, Jan. 19.) 
Since the sailing of the last steamer 
affairs politically have been a drug in 
Honolulu. The government has been 


pursuing a waiting policy on the 


ground that no definite action can be 
taken here until some definite policy 
regarding Hawaii has been announced 
by the United States. In an interview 
with Marshal Hitchcock, this morning, 
several important facts were learned. 
Among these was that the Royalists 
were ready to assume the offensive 
upon news from the Coast. 

Said the Marshal: The Royalists 
have sent several lobbyists to the Coast 
lately, and I understand that Hon. C. 
W. Ashford goes by the Monowal today 
to appear before tle committees of 
Congress at the present session. Ash- 
ford was preceded by Hon. E. C. Mac- 
Farlane and Arthur Peterson, accom- 
panied by Hon. Sam Parker for_the 
avowed purpose of enlisting Claus 
Spreckels in the lobby campaign in 
favor of restoration. I believe that 
Ashford now goes as agent of the Pa- 
triotic League, a native organization.” 

Fred Hayselden, a prominent Royal- 
ist and son-in-law of Walter M. Gib- 
son; arrived in town a few days ago. 
He left again today for the island of 
Lanai, which he owns. While here he 
said. The Queen will be restored. Of

The old mission- 
ary element is seemingly determined to 
retain all the power they can under the 
new government, while the new pro 
gressive political forces which, at pres-. 
ent seem to have the backing of a ma- 
jority of the cabinet, insist upon put- 
ting Editor Smith into tHe advisory 
council. It is thought that this will be 
ultimately accomplished. 

An interview held with an intimate 
friend of the Carter family discloses 
the fact that J. O. Carter, a prominent 
Royalist and go-between in the recent 
negotiations between Minister Willis 
and the Queen, declared that Willis had 
received verbal instructions to use force 
in the restoration of the ex-Queen if 
necessary, and that that gentleman ex- 
pressed a great surprise to his nephew 
after the departure of the U.S8.S. Cor- 
win that such force had not been used. 
It is said that J. O. Carter claims the 
Rayalists had positive assurances that 
force would be used if necessary, but 


that for some reason their hopes were 


delayed by Minister Willis’s action. 


Attempted interviews with both Min- 


ister Willis and Consul-General Mills 
have been refused, though it is plainly 
evident that both gentlemen are dis- 
appointed at the reception of President 
Cleveland's policy in Hawaii, as well as 
the personal snubbing which they claim 
the American residents here have 
awarded them lately. The government 
has determined to celebrate January 
17, the first anniversary of the revo- 


lution, as a national holiday. 


The question of a republic still oc- 
cupies attention, but the government 
delays action awaiting the absolute 
rejection of Hawaii's hopes by the 
United States Congress. This, it is not 
anticipated, will happen. 

Just previous to the sailing of the 
Monowai a sensational rumor was cur- 
rent, which was traced to an authori- 
tative source, that a few days after 
President Dole’s reply was delivered 
to Minister Willis and before full de- 
tails of Willis's demand and Dole's 
reply had become public Willis called 
upon Dole and endeavored to pur- 
suade him to return all of his (Willis’s) 
correspondence on the subject of res- 
teration and to expunge from the 
records Dole’s reply and everything 
else pertaining to the subject and to 
maintain absolute secresy about the 
whole transaction. President Dele 
flatly refused to enter into such a 
plan, and it is stated that Willts then 
attempted to force Dole to act accord- 
ing to his wishes and threatened to 
take the American men-of-war out of 
the harbor and practically break off 
diplomatic relations 


between the > 


United States and Hawaii. Dole still t 


refused to enter into the project and 
Willis’s alleged attempts to nul'ify his 
restoration policy failed.

1. Investigated. 


The Grand Jury's Report Not 
Altogether Favorable. 


Several Indictments are Returned 
Against Officials. 


Col. Chambetin Confined in an Asylum— 
Mrs. Shattack Meld to Answer—The 
Search for Eyans Abandoned— 

Snow at Redding. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) The grand jury in its report to 
the Superior Court affirms that it has 
investigated all matters properly 
brought before it, all county institu- 
tions and county officers. A synopsis 
of the report is as follows: 

The County’ Hospital is found to have 
cost $21,366.21 for the year. The sewer- 
age system is so defective as to menace 
the health of employees and patients. 
A matron should be employed. 

The city of San Bernardino has a 
Board of Trustees who are conducting 
business in a careful and systematic 
manner, and the city officers as well, 
being better than upon former oc- 
casions. The former city officers are 
scored for careless work. There is no 
record of contract on specifications for 
the construction of the present system 
of waterworks; there are no maps, 
plans or specifications of waterworks 
on file; City Engineer drew excess of 
salary, and had work done for the city 
of Redlands which the city of San 
Bernardino paid for. The nuisances in 
Chinatown should be. abated as the 
filthy condition is a serious menace to 
public health. 

Dist.-Atty. F. F. Oster and As- 
sistant L. M. Sprecher, praised as 
“zealous and effleient.“ 

The District Attorney is instructed 
to take action to abate the running of 
waste water where it is doing damage 
to property. 

The Supervisors and clerk of the 
Supervisors’ records were found correct, 
except in a few minor items by which, 
through voucher not being certified,¢or 
errors in transferring, an overcharge 
of $26.50 is found. 

The Supervisors were paid the follow- 
ing for the twelve months ending No- 
vember 30, 1893: John C. Turner, eleven 
months at $139.21 per month, $1531.31; 
J. N. Victor, twelve months, at $64.60 
per month, $775.20; I. H. Lord, twelve 
months, at $99.20 per month, $1190.40; 
W. H. Randall, eleven months, at 
$77.20 per month, $849.20; A. S. White, 
four months, $38.88 per month, $155.52: 
A. B. Ruggles, four months, at $68.70 
per month, $274.80; L. F. Cram, one 
month, at $47 per month, $47; total cost 
for the year, $4803.43. 

This includes the per diem salary of 
$8 a day, mileage as Supervisor and 
mileage as Road Commissioner. T. J. 
Bolton, clerk of the board, is com- 
mended for the neat and systematic 
manner in which he has kept the rec- 
ords and filed papers. 3 

There was expended upon the two 
contracts for the Courthouse $100,033.30; 
for the County Jail, $28,218.83, in ad- 
dition to the above $7000 was paid for 
architects, plans and superintendence 
of construction. The reclassification 
of the county is tommended. The con- 
duct of the County Superintendent of 
Schools is commended; but the services 
of a deputy are thought unn A 

The Horticultural Commissioners ha 
been paid the sum of $9698.64 for the 
twelve months. The maintaining of a 
force of inspectors throughout the year, 
some of the inspectors having drawn 
salaries each month in the year, is de- 
clared unnecessary. The only pests re- 
ported are black and brown scale, 
which could be treated by a few intel- 
ligent and competent persons in a few 
months of the year. The absence of 
data and instructions is noted, and the 
work of the inspectors promises to be 
as evanescent as it has been currently 
inefficient.”” It is recommended that 
the “County Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners be dissolved till the 
need of them is manifest by petition” 
when a special commissioner possessing 
scientific knowledge be appointed, by 
which means $5000 to $7000 may be 
saved annually. 

In the examination of the jail the

Staté’s prison, 


discharged, 543; sent to 
43; sent to Reform 
School, 11; sent to insane asylum, 
9; collected in fines, $63; paid for 
13,776 meals, $2066.40. The jail 
is kept in a creditable manner. A 
padded cell is recommended provided. 
The court reporters were paid for the 
six months, ending January 1, 1894, the 
sum of $5000.40, exclusive of what was 
paid transcribing. This for two court 
reporters. The large bills for work 
done by reporters in justices’ courts 
raises the suspicion that abuses exist. 
The insane asylum was found in fine 
sanitary condition, the discipline rigid 
but kind. Expenses for fiscal year to 
December 1, $25,767.42, or less than half 
the sum stated in criticisms presented. 
Hasty completion of new wing is urged 
and the planting of trees and shrubbery 
recommended. The storm water drain 
should be built. It should be lighted 
by electricity. An ice plant should be 
built. An administration building is 
recommended. The charges of cruelty, 
abuse and neglect were found untrue. 
In the Sheriff's office $3227.93 was col- 
lected for the twelve months in fees 
and $811.35 pending in suits. The jail, 
while under the Sheriff's charge from 
December 1, 1892, to March 31, 1893, was 
found kept in excellent condition and 
the records correct. Attention is called 
to what the grand jury termed an 
abuse in charging items in the ex- 
pense of conveying prisoners to State 
prison so as to bring the expense to 
$90 per prisoner, whereas the actual 
The report 
states that for the last two years of 
E. C. Seymour's incumbency there 
was paid him $2000 in excess of the 
necessary sum in conveying prisoners 
to the State penitentiary, and pro 
bly half as much more in taking insane 
persons to the asylums. This, the 
report says, has been continued during 
the incumbency of Sheriff Booth. The 
report then details how this could be 
done, The report states further, how- 
ever, that it is the common practice 
throughout the State. The officers are 
simply securing the income permitted 
by the State laws through the expense 
and fee system. The loss to the 
State is from this estimated at $75,- 
000. The District-Attorney is asked to 
communicate with the Attorney-General 
to see if proceedings can not be insti- 
tuted to recover the sums thus ex- 
pended and thought to be in excess of 
e the case. The State 
Board of Examiners are responsible 
for paying bills so manifestly fraudu- 
lent.” 
The books of the County 
were found correct, There were thirty- 
eight inquests held. if 
The ex-County Recorder (Davidson) 
is charged with having retained mar- 
riage license recording fees in the sum 
of $20: For the eleven months ending 
November 30, 1893, there was collected 
in fees $12,778.03; thefe was paid for 
deputies and copyiste $5666.28; paid to 
the treasurer $1277.03. Suit bas been 
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begun against A. 8. Davidson, for- 
merly Recorder, to determine whether 
the Recorder is entitled to the fees 
paid for recording mining claims. The 
books in the office are found kept in 
an excellent manner. Two deputies 
and copyist only should be employed. 

The Treasurer’s department was 
found in excellent condition. Cash on 
hand December 5, 1893, was $192,054.29. 
No deputy is needed in this office. .. 

The County Auditor is praised for 
the method pursued in his office of 
keeping books. There is no need of a 
regular deputy in this office. 

The Tax Collector is commended for 


| his efficiency and the, system used is 


praised. 

The County Assessor is scored for 
having made double assessments, for 
leaving unassessed a total of 7640 
acres of assessable land and many 
town lots and for having a poor sys- 
tem of keeping records. Lands a 
reported assessed in wrong school dis- 
tricts for school purposes. A change 
in the system is recommended. It is 
recommended that the lands be re- 
assessed from year to year and the 
assessments not merely copied 
the preceding year’s books. 10 

In the County Clerk’s office the en- 
tire flles in 181 cases are found missing. 
for seventy-six of which the 
incumbent is held responsible. A better 
system of keeping record of papers 
taken out of the office is recommended. 
The practice of permitting others than 
the elerk and his deputies behind the 
railing is condemned. It is recom- 
mended that to keep the records intact 
a clerk be employed to look after the 
files. Probate case papers should not 
be taken out under any circumstances. 

In the records of the County Sur- 
veyor there was found no. statement 
of ,the kind of work performed upon 
many days. The services of all drafts- 
men.. should be dispensed with. 

The fees paid constables and justices 
are shown to amount to $27,957.33 for 
the year ending November 30, 1893.

A Captain Makes a Confession of His

Albert Bamberger Hanged for 
Bloody Work. 


Wilson Howard Follows His Deaf Mute Vic-

compelled Annie to get breakfast, with 
the body of her mother lying on the 
kitchen floor. After breakfast he took 
the girl to his room, then to the barn, 
outraging her repeatedly, tied her feet, 
ocked her in the barn, took a horse 
and made for the Manitoba border, 
but was captured. Only by the utmost 
vigilance on the part of the authorities 
was he saved from lynching. 

The execution took place in the val- 
ley, a mile south of town, and fully two 
thousand people from the surrounding 
country gathered on the surrounding 
hills as early as sunrise to witness it. 
Bamberger spent the night playing 
cards with his guards, ate an early 
breakfast this morning, and showed lit- 
tle signs’ of excitement as the hour for 
the execution approached. He refused to

En- 
gineer Rich was hurt in the face and 
Fireman Meadows broke his lep arm 
and dislocated his right elbow; but 
both got up and walked as soon as 
they recovered from the severe shéck 
they sustained in their fall. Nine cars 
followed the engine into the ditch, and 
were badly smashed. Of these six were 
loaded with oranges, one with coal, one 
with merchandise and one was empty. 
The wreckage piled up so as to com- 
pletely blockade the road and traffic 
will not be resumed on that line before 
today somet.me. The accident occurred 
six miles from a telegraph station, and 
the. conductor of the train had to 
walk that distance to send a report to 
headquarters in this city. The injured 
men were brought to this city and a 
wrecking-crew was dispatched to the 
scene of the accident working all of 
yesterday to remove the debris and put 
the wheels back on-the rails. No one 
but the two men named was hurt, and 
their injuries are aid to be compara- 
tively slight, though their escape seems 
almost raculous. The cause of the 
accident appears to have been one of 
those happenings which are beyond the 
power of man to prevent. Had the 
train plunged off the other side of the 
track it would have gone down an em- 
bankment that would have made a 
greater wreck and probably drawn with 
it the brakemen and conductor. While 
the wreck was an expensive one, the 
officials of the road feel gratification 
in the fact that no lives were lost.

The real estate market is still jogging 
along in the same groove.

There has been scarcely any 
epeculation in eny of the recent trans- 
fers, a great majority of the sales be- 
ing to people who intend to make 
‘themselves homes on their property. 

The money market contiues to grow 
easter from day to day and it is more 
difficult to place loans than it was a 
few weeks ago. The loan and trust 
companies are beginning to lend money 
‘on real estate and it is expected that 
the savings banks will scon follow suit, 
When they do so, it will give a great 
impetus to the real estate market.

The chief event of the week in real 
estate circles was the sale of lots in 
the Briswalter tract on Mcnday. This 
sale, which Fad been widely advertised, 
was properly looked upon. by deal- 
ers as a fair test of the present condi- 
tion of the market. The result was en- 
couraging, both to the owners of the 
tract and to those who are interested 
in seeing a good demand for property 
in Los Angeles. The sale was a private 
one, at the office of the owners cn 
Broadway. No lots were offered before 
the day of sale. By 10 o’clock on Mon- 
day morning 125 lots had been sold, 
and since then there has been a steady 
demand, the total sales amounting to 
about 150 lots, aggregating $30,000 in 
value. Most of the lots sold were of 
the higher-priced ones, rangi in 
value from $250 to $500. A majority of 
the buyers took from two to four lots; 
one lady buying seventeen on Adams 
street for cash, and a man sent the 
money for eight lots all the way from 
Missouri, having seen the advertise- 
ment in The Times. One encouraging 
feature about this sale, which has also 
been noticed in previous sales during 
the past few months, was that a ma- 
jority. of the buyers were ready to put 
up their cash in advance and get deeds 
without waiting for the sixty days to 
expire. This shows that there is plenty 
of money for investments in thie city, 
if the owners can only be encouraged 
to part with it. | 


by this sale is the fact, which has fre- 
quently been referred to in these col- 
umns, that there is a good demand for 
small suburban homes, say of from 
half an acre to two acres, within easy 
reach of business and close to car 
lines. A number of people bought from 
two to six adjoining lots in this tract 
so as to have homes large enough to 
keep a cow and chickens and grow a 
little fruit. As six lots make about an 
acre, and as some of the lots are offered 
at $100 apiece this is almost equivalent 
to purchasing acreage property. Grad- 
ing is almost completed on this tract 
and several houses have already been 
started. It is stated that within thirty 
days fifteen houses will be in course 
of erection. The railroad people have 
given assurances that the line on Cen- 
tral avenue will, within a short time, 
be double-tracked and a more satis- 
factory service established. 
BEAUTIFUL VERNON. 

The subdivision of this tract will 
give a great impetus to the settlement 
of that extensive section known as 
Vernon, on and below the city limits. 
This is one of the most beautiful sec- 
tions of Los Angeles county, and not 
only that, but one of the most prdéduc- 
tive sections, shipping great quantities 
of all varieties of fruit, both citrus 
and deciduous. The loamy soil is per- 
fectly adapted to fruit culture, and 
with ample water supply gives wonder- 
ful results. There are many ideal 
Southern California homes hidden be- 
hind the long rows of eucalyptus and 


pepper trees which fringe the roads of 


Vernon. It is to be hoped that when 
this land is subdivided we shall be 
given plenty of acre and  five-acre 
tracts, and very few fifty-foot lots. At 
present, however, owners of most of 
these homes are making so much out 
of their land that there is no tempta- 
tion for them to sell at present prices. 
Some of the lots in the Briswalter tract 
are retailing to the public at the rate 
of less than $700 an acre, while a little 
further out in Vernon there is land that

crops between. 
AN AMBITIOUS PROJECT. 

The electric road from Altadena to 
Santa Monica, to which reference has 
been made several times in these col- 
umns, is, it appears, likely to become 
an accomplished fact within a short 
time. The right-of-way has been se- 
cured through Pasadena and vicinity. 
It is stated that bonds for the con- 
struction of the road are already placed 
and that work will be commenced within 
the next month. The track will be a 
single one from Altadena to Pasadena 
and double from Pasadena to Santa 
Monica. All railroads and the river are 
to be bridged in a solid and substantial 
manner with steel and iron brodges. 
The cost of the road, it is said, will be 
over $500,000. A thirty-minute service 
is promised. It is stated that the route 
through Los Angeles will be down Main 
to Third, Third to Hill, Hill to Ninth, 
and then out Ninth to Westlake Park. 
What the route will be thence to Santa 
Monica is not known at present, but 
there is some talk of getting the Board 
of Supervisors to give a franchise along 
the Sunset Boulevard. If the projectors 
of this road are wise they will see 
their road hugs the foothills as closely 
as poasible between this city and Santa 
Monica, as it is there that the most val- 
uable and attractive jand is situated. 

The building of this road would cer- 
tainly give a great boost“ to the open- 
ing up of two attractive 1 sec- 


the Mission road, which is the route 
that the company proposes to follow. 
It is not too much to expect that within 
a very few years the entire route of 
such a road would be lined with beau- 
tiful homes, standing in tracts of from 
one to five acres. It is to be hoped 
that this ambitious project will not 
melt into thin air, as so many schemes 
of this nature have done. 
CHANGING ROUT®SS. 

Meantime, now that the amaigama- 
tion of the electric and cable roads has 
been effected, it is understood that a 
change of route will be made in the 
University branch of the electric sys- 
tem, whereby the electric cars will run 
out Spring street, then down Ninth 
street instead of Tenth, and along 
Figueroa instead of Flower. Nothing 
further has been heard in regard to the 
proposed electric line of the Main-street 
system, but it is said that the plan as 
outlined will be carried through. This, 
with the propsed Altadena and Santa 
Monica line, and the existing consoli- 
dated line, would certainly give the 
southwestern part of the city all the 
transportetion facilities which it could 
reasonably wish for and should still 
further hasten the settlement of that 
much-favored section. 

CHARITY AND COMMON SENSE. 

It is suggested in San Francisco that 
in addition to the regular Relief Com- 
mittee which is working a large number 
of men in Golden Gate Park, much 
further relief could be afforded by 
private clubs of property-holders, who 
could unite to have needed improve- 
ments ected in their own neighbor- 
hoods. his is a good idea, which is 
applicable to Los Angeles as well as 
San Francisco. It cannot be expected 
that the work which is to be provided 
by the city will cover the cases of all 
who are in n In nearly every part 
of the city there are improvements 
which the poperty-owners have for 
some time been trying in vain to get 
done. Now here would be an excellent 
chance to kill two birds with one 
stone. The improvements could be 
made at a cheap rate, and at the same 
time the wants of a number of men and 
their families would be relieved. The 
property-owners could take 
pride in looking at these improvements 
in after yearsand remember how much 
good was done with the money that 
was expended on them. There is no 
reason why the present opportunity 
should not be availed of to start an 
era of improvements in this city that 
will within a few years make Los An- 
geles the most beautiful city in the 
world. Nature has done everything 
possible for us and a dollar expended 
here in improving the parks or in plant- 
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ing shade trees will go as far as $5 
spent in the East. No one who has 
observed the effects of such improve- 
ments in other cities will for a moment 
imagine that money thus spent would 
be a dead loss to the property-owners. 
It would come back, every dollar of it, 
with big interest, in the shape of in- 
creased demand ‘and better prices for 
property, as well, as in the general 
increase of prosperity which would fol- 
low from the advertising which such 
improvements would give Los Angeles 
throughout the world Will not some 
of our wealthy property-owners start 
the ball a-rolling and set a good ex- 
ample in this direction? 

MONROVIA. 


Among suburban residence sections, 
which have been looking up of late, is 
Monrovia, where there has been a 
marked increase in the inquiry for 
homes, especially since a more com- 
plete water supply has been assured.

THE GA 

The residents of this attractive sec- 
tion are still working hard to secure 
a good water supply. They have made 
a proposition to take 300 inches from 
the Los Angeles River, belonging to 
the city, which, it is said, the city can 
spare since irrigation has been 80 
C abandoned within the city um- 
its. ith such a water supply and 
rapid transporation, nothing can keep 
the Cahuenga Valley from coming to 
the front. Property-owners in that 
section seem to be aware of this, and 
hold their property zt prices that 
would-be purchasers consider pretty 
steep, even at present. It is almost 
impossible to buy unimproved. land 
within the frostless belt for less than 
3250 an acre, White some owners ask 
as much as $400 and $450, 

However, there is some justification 
for such prices when one considers 
the returns that are made from such 
land under favorable circumstances. 
Besides being one of the few sections 
where delicate winter vegetables can 
be raised at Christmas time, the 
Cahuenga Valley is becoming noted as 
a section that is peculiarly adapted to 
the growth of that tender fruit, the 
lemon. Mr. Hurd of Hollywood has 
been shipping a carload a month all 
the year round from his five and a half 
acre grove, which has been planted less 
than four years. Mr. Hurd would

PICO STREET. 


An improvement may shortly be 
looked for along this much-neglected 
thoroughfare, which ought to be one cf 
the most attractive streets in the city, 
especially at the west end, where there 
is a high plateau which enjoys the ad- 
vantage of cooling breezes direct from 
the ocean during the summer months, 
together with mägnificent views over 
the surrounding country. The reason 
why property two blocks out on Pico 
street may be had for $10 a foot, while 
property two blocks further out on 
Adams street sells for $100 a foot often 
puzzles new arrivals and is not en- 
tirely clear to some of our residents, 
The cause is not to be found in any 
peculiarity of this street. It lies higher 
and is naturally a more desirable resi- 
dence street than Adams. The trouble 
lies simply in the fact that the street 
was not started right. These two 
streets furnish another brilliant exem- 
plification of the fact, which has been 
so frequently impressed upon property- 
owners in this department, namely, 
that the future value of property— 
provided there is no natural drawback 
to it—depends entirely upon the char- 
acter of. vements which go up 
upon it and in the immediate neigh- 


borhood. In the present case what 
“queered” Pico street was the 
laying out of a large number of 
cheap lots in 1886, just out- 


side the city Umits, in connection with 
an electric railroad—the first of its 
kind in the city—which was also very 
cheap—and nasty—the poles which car- 
ried the trolley being made of unhewn 
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laws which govern the operations of diges 
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ready to attack wherever there is a weak 

int. We may escape many a fatal shaft 
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blood anda properly nourished frame. 
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timber and very unsightly. On these 
cheap lots, so far out, especially at that 
day, cheap improvements were, of 
course made and this was the key for 
further operations. Along Adams street, 
on the other hand, none but the finest 
improvements were made. The lots 
were of generous size, many of ther 
covering an acre or more of ground, 
and these were kept in perfect order. 
This is the reason why property on 
Adams street, at the same distance 
from Main street, is worth ten times as 
much as property on Pico street, al- 
though the latter is nearer in and 
higher up. Another thing that has 
kept the Pico-street section back is the 
car service which has been running 
over that route, the cars only running 
about every twenty minutes, and being 
of an old, rickety and uncomfortable 
pattern. Now the track has been im- 
proved, the old cars are to be pulled 
off and new ones put on, which will 
run faster and enable a _ ten-minute 
service to be given. This will un- 
doubtedly bring Pico street to the front.

Secretary Carlisle. Some members of 
Congress consider that the bond issue 
was not necessary, believing that the 
required funds could have been raised 
in some other way, while others, who 
believe that the issue was necessary, 
do not approve of Mr. Carlisle taking 
such action without the sanction of 


Congress. There is undoubtedly a con- 


siderable element of opposition to a 
bond issue among Congressmen and 
the public. On the other hand, such 
an issue has been strongly advocated 
by the bank element of the Eastern 
cities. That there is plenty of moncy 
in the country to absorb these $50,000,- 
000 of bonds is shown plainly by the 
statement that the bids for them are 
likely to aggregate $200,000,000. One 
New Yorker, it is said; offered to take 
the whole $50,000,000 issue. It is not 
plain why the rate of interest on these 
bonds should have been fixed at 5 per 
cent., when it is known that this coun- 
try can borrow any reasonable amount 
of money at 3 per cent., or even less. 
It may be said that when a premium 
is paid it amounts to the same thing 
as if the interest were lower. Pract 
cally this is of course the case, but 
it looks better for a nation to borrow 


commerce and making New York city 
the center of foreign trade. But it also 
paid directly. All the tolls collected on 
produce sent to the seaboard, or goods 
returned inland, have more than paid 
all the expenses of construction, en- 
largement and management since that 
time..

That is to say, these foreign 
residents of the United States will only 
obey the laws of this country when 
they have been instructed to do £0 
by a foreign body located in this coun- 
try to which they owe allegiance, and 
whose orders they obey implicitly. The 
existence of the Six Companies is the 
worst feature in connection with this 
Chinese question. Apart from them 
and the highbinders, the Chinese ques-

Harris O. Steele Hangs Himselt 
to a Beam in a Barn. 


Old and Worn Out by Disease His nF 
‘Becomes Weak and He Takes His |

In a barn in the rear of his brother’s 
residence, at No. 436 East Twenty- 
seventh-street, Harris O. Steele, a man 
74 years of age, committed suicide yes- 
terday morning by hanging himself to a 
cross-beam with a short piece of rope.

The official catalogue of an auction sale 
of five cars of oranges and lemons by 
the San Francisco Fruit Auction and 
Storage Company on the 15th of this 
month showe that choice and fancy 
navels from the Riverside and San An- 
tonio exchanges were sold at $1.65 per 
box, only a few boxes going as high 


05 to $1.20, while Eurexa lemons were 


gold at 55 cents to 70 cents per box. At 
another auction on the 17th fancy Riv- 
ersides sold at $1.25 to $1.80, choice 
Mavels at $1.30 to $1.60, fancy Riverside 
seedlings at $1.10 to $1.20, choice at 85 
cénts to $1.20, and lemsons at 75 to 83 
cents per box. After allowing about 
40 cents a box for freight and commis- 
gion this brings the price of fancy 
navels down to $1.25 f.o.b. and of seed- 
lings to 80 cents f. o. b. In fact, the price 
Obtained at these auctions was consid- 
erably less than those which the River 
side exchange quotes f.o.b. in Southern 
California. A San Francisco dealer 
writes as follows in regard to these 
These low sales in San Francisco 
Are seriously interfering with the Pa- 
cific Coast markets, and it is almost 
impossible to sell oranges f.o.b. cars 
in Southern California for shipment to 
Portiand, Seattle and other such points, 
as that trade can buy in San Francisco 
and ship by water in small lots at

the crop is harvested. 
The quality of the. potato is much 
effected by the locality in which it is 
grown. So much is this the case th 
potatoes grown in certain localities 
have attained a wide reputation, and, 
what ts better, always get the highest 
price in the market. The best potatoes 
raised in California are neither grown 
in the hot interior valleys nor along 
the seacoast, but on the mountain sides 
and a few thousand feet above the 
sea. These potatoes, like those of 
Colorado, have a flavor, which is de- 
tected at once by any one who knows 
a potato fm a turnip. They are soft 
and snowy,-the skin breaking open nat- 
urally when they are peeled. This is 
quite a c Mrast to those potatoes which 
come out 6f the pot heavy and moist, 
with dyspepela written all over them. 
Consumers are not long in finding out 
the difference in “‘spuds.”” Along every 
mountain stream there are patches of 
chocolate soil, where these perfect po- 
tatoes can wn. There are many 
little valleys up in the mountains in 
Southern California, which would prove 
to be bonanzas if planted with a good 
variety of potato. Of course, it is neces- 
Sary that there should be a supply of 
Water, but that is generally to be had 
in these mountain valleys. 

It is important that our growers 
should get their seed from the North 
if they wish to raise the best quality 


or two. Among the best varieties of 
potatoes to plant are the Burbank, 
Peerless, Peachblow and Early Rose: 
all of which reach perfection in the 


raised of good quality in the lower 
valleys of this county. 

Another important point which should 
be studied by the potato-grower is to 
have his crop ready for the market 
just at the right time, before the 
States east of the Rocky Mountains 
have been supplied from other sources. 
In this manner a good price can al- 
ways be depended upon. A difference 
of ten days in the date of shipping a 
carload even means the difference to 
the grower between a good round profit 
and a bill for expense from the com- 
mission men.

Last year I found but two rotten 
potatoes, and not more than a dozen 
were thrown out afterward. The area 
of ground planted was about the same 
as in the three previous years. Fur- 
thermore, the proportion of the tubers 
affected with the internal black spots 
or streaks so common in Peerless and 
Burbanks were greatly diminished. 

“Now, the true philosopher will not 
jump to a conclusion from the result 
of a single experiment; yet, I know of 
no condition or drcumstance affecting 
the growth and care of my crop last 
year, except the spraying, which did 
not exist in previous years, when the 
decay was so discouraging. 

“Yet there remains a modicum of 
doubt whether to attribute the apparent 
success entirely to the spraying, for the 
reason that the result was too nearly 
complete and perfect. 

“To save throuble to any one who may 
be disposed to try the experiment I 
give the formula for preparing the Bor- 
deaux mixture, which I copy from a 
publication of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington, as follows: 

„Bordeaux mixture.— In a barrel that 
will hold forty-five gallons of water dis- 
solve six pounds of copper sulphate 
(bluestone) in ten gallons of hot water 
and let it cool. In another vessel slake 
four pounds of fresh lime and thin 
with water. Pour this slowly into the 
copper solution, using a coarse gunny 
sack aver the head of the barrel. Then 
fill the barrel with water. It is im- 


ture be kept stirred and mixed_when 
applied.’ My authority says to spray 
two times; first when the vines aré 
three or four inches high, and the last 
time when they are in blossom.” “““

The Value of Breeds and Varieties. 
(Prof. I. L. Roberts:) In judging of 
the value of breeds one should have 
some knowledge of how they are 
formed, if any distinction whatever is 
to be made in the quality. of. the. breed 
or of individuals of it. 
All breeds, so far as 
able to discover, have been formed in a 
similar though not identical manner. 
First, environment produces variation 
for the better. A mild climate or rich 
land produced

those which formed the beginning of 
the breeds which we already have. 


tures, his feed bin, his skill, his cli- 
mate and the purposes to which he 
desires to put them. The cattle should 
not be better than their owner—in time 
they will not. be. 

Writing and publishing a pedigree 
does not make a good breed or variety. 
It can best be formed by selecting the 
best, not only for the foundation stock, 
but of their progeny through many 
generations by weeding out all animals 
except the superior ones. These in turn 
are improved by improving their food 
and surroundings, and by better and 
more intelligent care and use. They 
are not formed quickly, but are the prod- 
uct of long and intelligent effort. There 
is no secret, no miracle performed, but 
all is governed by law. I am surprised 
there is no more thought given to the 
breeding of more varieties, breeds and 
sub-breeds, each adapted to its particu- 
lar locality and conditions and owner. 
Success lies along these lines, and ex- 
cept in exceptional cases they cannot 
be well secured in any other. 

Darwin says, that of all the factors 
which produce variation in animals, 
‘food is the most potent.“ Food is the 
greatest factor we have tn the produc- 
tion of variation, and if we desire to 
improve animals we must of course try 
to produce variation, for if no variation 
occurs then there can be no advance- 
ment. Starting from these fundamental 
principles we may begin to treat of the 
methods of feeding and caring for the 
animals * order to produce variation, 
for the bétter, or variation whieh shall 
result in adapting the animals more 
perfectly for some definite use or 
uses. 

In order to illustrate, I take the im- 

rovement of dairy cattle. Start with

There was nothing, it was said, in 
Stewart's manner to indicate that he 
was not in his right mind; he appeared 
to be in his usual condition. The mes- 
sage stated that Stewart had left Ven- 
tura and it-was not known in what di- 
rection he had gone. 

On receipt of this information Mr. 
Phelps of Riverside, who has been in 
the city prosecuting the search for the 
missing man, with Sheriff Cline, left 
for Ventura. There is a reward of 
$500 for Stewart's discovery. 

Several friends of Stewart were seen 
yesterday afternoon, all ot whom had 
heard the reports from Ventura. One 
gentleman said that the family had 
been notified at Riverside and that 
friends from that place would at once 
leave for Ventura. . 

While the friends of Stew are at 
a loss to account for his actions, they 
are confident that he can satisfactorily 
explain matters as soon as he can be 
reached. | 

WHAT MR. WRIGHT SAYS. 

George T. Wright, formerly of River- 
side but now of Ventura, a personal 
friend of Mr. Stewart, came down from 
Ventura last evening and was seen by 
a Times reporter shortly after his ar- 
rival. He said that he saw Mr. Stewart 
on the streets in Ventura Wednesday 
and talked with him. He noticed noth- 
ing peculiar in his manner except that 


thinking that he would have no trouble 
in locating him. In this he was disap- 
pointed as the man had again disap- 
peared, leaving no trace behind him. 
The railroad people could not recollect 
bringing such .a passenger in, nor had 
he been noticed to take the train out. 
Inquiry at the wharf failed to discover 
any one who had seen a man swer- 
ing his deseription at that placé. He 
also inquired at the livery stables but 
no man had secured a team there. 
Mr. Wright then telephoned Santa Bar- 

, but could get no trace of the man. 
He then took the train for this city. 
At Saugus he learned that Stewart had 
spent Tuesday night at that place, as 
the girl in the telegraph office remem- 


ticed a man about the depot who had 
a boil on his neck. The people in the 
dining-room also remembered him. 
There is absolutely no chance for Mr. 
Wright to be mistaken as he knows 
Stewart well, having been engaged in 
the same line of business as he was in 
Riverside, and knew him well. At Ven- 
tura he.talked with Stewart about the 
hardware business and asked him to 
go with him to look at a new culti- 
vator that is manuufactured in that 


ace. 

Mr. Wright is confident that Stewart 
will turn up all right. He thinks that 
he is suffering from a lapse of memory 
and that when he comes to himself he 
will return home. Mr. Wright inclines 
to this belief for the reason that he 
himself had a lapse of memory for
